London, May 3.^—Discussion of the 


Bew export tax oa coal occupied":the 
session o£ tie house of commons. 
There was a large attendance and the 
debate Tras very wara at tlrnos. Sir 
Michiw;! Hicks-Beach, chancellor ol 
the excheciuer, defended the govern- 
ment budget, • which was fiercely ot- 
tacked by the opposition under the 
leadership of Sir William Vernoii Har- 
court (Liberal;. The latter said the 
tax would throxv the coal trade into 
chaos, and pronounced it an extraordi- 
nary and vexatious piece of bungling. 
He contended that tbe tax would par- 
alyze the export traae and it would 
eventually come oat of the wages of 
the miners. 


Tlie chancellor submitted statistics, 


which he summarized, as showing 
325,000.000 tons were mined in 1900, 
of which, after deducting £18,000,000 
in 'wages more tlian. iu 1897, the coai 
owner had a net profit of £29,000,000 
on a capital of £110.000,000. Aa to 
tbe competition of tbe United States, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said: "Last 
year the price of OUT coal at the port 
of export rose very nuicti higher than 
the price of coal !:-, the United States, 
but in spite of that our export o£ coal 
-was 35.000,000 tons, or 8,500,000 tons 
more tlian the .j>£gyipAjs .year. . The^ 
tMted States export a little' over 
10.000.000 tons; if tbe United States 
could not compete when the price of 
our coal ivas very high, it -would be 
absolutely Impossible for them to com- 
pete when the price of our coal was 
low." 


Mr. John Redmond, the Nationalist 


leatlur, said the coal tax did not affect 
Ireland, and in that respect it was the 
beginning of a net;- era. On general 
principles, however, he urged Irish 
members to do everything possible in 
their efforts to defeat the budget. The 
debate was adjourned to Monda3r next, 
when, according to the arrangement, 
a division will be tslcen.
